Dissensions between the insurgents 
and regulars in the house have occu­

The 
bickerings have even spread to the 
senate wing of the Capitol and legis­ 
lation the re has been at a standstill. 
That there will be a lull in hostili­ 
ties in the house as soon as the Bal­ 
linger-Pinchot committee is appoint­ 
ed is conceded, but those who a re 
anxious that legislation may proceed 
without delay are not over sanguine 
In their efforts to keep the Insurgent 
row in check. 
They look for renewed 
outbreaks whenever any question af­ 
fecting the Cannon rules is Interjected 
Into the proceedings. 


Fate of Administration Bills. 


Second in interest to the discussion 
of the battle between the Republican 
organization and the insurgents in the 
house is tile gossip in both branches I 
of congress as to what will be the j 
fate of the several administration bills 1 
to put Into force what are now known 
as Taft policies, as differentiated from 
Roosevelt policies. 
Little opposition has been heard to 
the administration measures for the 
strengthening of the interstate com­ 
merce act. 
On all sides it seems to 
be conceded that some such measure 
as is proposed by Mr. Taft will be 
enacted. 
The insurgents of the senate expect 
to hold a conference at an early day 
to consider what is to be their atti­ 
tude on the administration bills. 
Comments upon the federal incor­ 
poration bill have not been altogether 
favorable. 
Many lawyers have taken the posi- j 
tion that it interferes with the rights 
of states to tax the property of cor- I 
portions, while there are others whose j 
views are dictated to some extent by 
the belief that if the decision of the 
Standard Oil case is affirmed by the j 
supreme court that company would be 
the first to take advantage of a vol­ 
untary federal incorporation act.

and penetrated her scalp.

was not arrested. 
Charles Smith the father, deserted 
his family two months ago and re­ 
mained awny until a week ago. 
Fain 
fly rows were frequent, it is said, and 
the father threatened to kill the entire 
family, consisting of his wife ami 
seven children. 
He returned home intoxicated and 
at once began to beat Henry, the old­ 
est boy. 
Mrs. Smith Interfered in be­ 
half of her son and received a severe 
beating. 
Finally the boy managed to 
wriggle away from his father’s clutch 
and grabbed the shotgun, which he 
fired at his father’s face. 
He fell un 
conscious. 
The mother and son ran from the 
house, followed by the other children, 
screaming. 
The lad calmly told what 
he had done and the neighbors carried 
the wounded man to a hospital. 
Attending physicians announced the 
wounded man's injuries will probably 
prove fatal.

Pittsburg, Jan. IT.— From a speech­ 
less trance in which she had lain for 
three months and a half, Mrs. Hate 
Mendelsohn passed on to death here.

Nine Lives Lest and Six Persons In 
jured. 
New York, Jan. 17.— Nine lives wert 
lost and six persons injured in one of 
the worst storms that ever visited New 
York city. 
The total snowfall when 
the skies cleared, was 14Vi inches, sec 
ond only to the blizzards of 1899, when ; 
15% inches fell, and of 1888, in which I 
Senator Roscoe Conklin lost his life j 
when 20.'J inches fell. 
Eighteen thou 
sand men are clearing the streets of 
snow, and the cost will exceed $800,- 
000. 
Mayor Gaynor appeared at city hall , 
quite as if he had not fought for his 
life in the storm. 
“ The worst effect of the incident on 
myself is a certain soreness of the j 
chest whit Ii I feel, and which I believe 
is due to breathing the bitterly cold 
wind,” said the mayor.

hardships that I would not willingly 
encounter in my life again.” 
Mr. Shepard, who fell off a railroad 
trestle while in the storm, is seriously 
ill.

Pensacola, Fla., Jan. 17.—Bringing J 
the report that the keepers of Arenas 
Key lighthouse, on the Mexican coast, . 
are in distress, there being no one 
there but one man and two women, 
the fishing schooner Emma Jane ar- ! 
rived here and communicated the fact 
to the Mexican consul. 
The master of the schooner reports ! 
that on Christmas eve he was passing 
several miles off the light when he 
saw distress signals flying. 
They put off in a small boat and 
found two women alone in the light­ 
house, who said that three men who 
attended the lighthouse had gone out 
in a small boat and that all had been 
drowned. 
Through his glasses the 
captain of the Emma .Tare saw one 
man still battling for his life in tho 
breakers a mile away and put out to 
him. 
The man was nearly dead when

Prevented the Eastbound 
Passenger 


From Pulling in on the Switch and 


the Overland Limited Crashed Into 


the Stalled Train— Both Engines Re­ 


duced to Scrap Iron and Four Cars 


Are Wrecked. 


Cedar Rapids, la., Jan. IT.— One pas­ 
senger was killed, a brakeman w as fa­ 
tally injured, and nine other persons 
were seriously hurt in a head-on col­ 
lision between two pa -enger trains 
on the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul railroad at Keystone, twenty-five 
miles west. 
The westbound overland limited and 
an eastbound fast train were ordered 
to pass at Keystone. 
A freight train 
on the siding prevented the eastbound 
train from pulling in on the switch. 
The passenger train had run past the 
station and was ready to back onto 
the siding when the overland limited 
going at the rate of twenty-five miles 
an hour, crashed into it. 
Both engines 
were reduced to scrap iron and the 
mail, baggage and chair ears of the 
limited were wrecked. 
The engineer 
escaped by jumping. 
The dead woman is Mrs. Louis Zee, 
Cleveland, Tex. 
Ralph Morrow, brakeman, Marion, 
la., had his legs broken aud was fatal­ 
ly injured.

Fall From Bridge Over tile

Fargo, N. D., Jan. 17.— Miss Sophia 
Gaare, sixteen years old, died at the 
Northwestern 
hospital, 
Moorhead, 
Minn., trom a fractured skull, which 
commenced at the base of the brain 
and extended both ways to the ears. 
Bert Sinnamon, a well known young 
athlete and pugilist, is in the same in­ 
stitution suffering from concussion of 
the brain, with some slight hope of 
recovery. 
Both were injured in a 
most peculiar accident. 
The two, both of whom live in Far­ 
go, were returning home after a visit 
with some friends over in Moorhead 
about 8 o’clock in the evening, when 
they stopped on North bridge uniting 
the two cities to talk. 
Sinnamon got 
up on the railing of the bridge for a 
seat, lost his balance, grabbed Miss 
Gaare to save himself and dragged 
her over, both falling to the ground, 
thirty-five feet below. 
When found both were unconscious 
and were bleeding at the nose and 
ears. 
The only thing that saved the two 
from instant death was that they fell 
into the soft snow rather than on the 
Ice of the Red river. 
Miss Gaare died at 
the hospital 
without regaining consciousness and 
Sinnamon is in a critical condition. 


FREIGHT CREW 
IS 
BLAMED 


One Person Killed and Ten Others In 
jured in Wreck. 
Pinckneyville, 111., Jan. 17.—One per­ 
son was killed and ten others were in­ 
jured in a collision between the St. 
Louis-Memphis special on the Illinois 
Central bound for St. Louis and a 
freight train near this city. 
The special train was running at 
high speed when it dashed into the 
freight on a curve. 
The freight ran back to a water 
tank a quarter of a mile south of the 
city on the special’s time. The passen­ 
ger train rounded the sharp curve and 
crashed into it headon before the crew 
could make a move to stop.

The injured were all in the 
day coaches. 
Miss T. H. McKenzie, a college girl 
of Lulu, Miss., was a heroine following 
the crash, tearing up her skirts and at­ 
tending to the Injured. 
Engineer William Kenney and Fire 
man George FIckert of the freight train 
crew, both of East St. Louis, were held 
responsible for the wreck by a coro­ 
ner’s jury.

cial end, while Max G. Leslie managed 
the political end in the Columbia case 
Nicola and Councilman Charles Stew­ 
art are alleged to have been Involved 
in another ease. 
There are numerous counts in the 
Indictments against Leslie, who is de 
linquent tax collector and known as 
the right hand man of Senator Flynn.

Its Inventor Thinks It Will Tend to In­ 
crease Hitting. 
Au application has been made at the 
patent office In Washington fora patent 
eu a base tai Ii bat which prouu.se* to 
solve (lie problem that is bothering the 
baseball world at the present time by 
increasing the interest aud popularity 
of the national game. 
The two prim 
eipal advantages which are claimed 
are: 
F irst—That foul balls which now 
glance off the round but will luke a 
more perpendicular direction, enabling 
the catcher to have opportunities to 
put out the batter which he now lacks 
uud Incidentally avoiding the annoy­ 
ing monotony of watching ball after 
ball disappear over the grand stand. 
While the catcher dashes Into the boxes 
or against the net in the vuln effort for 
nu out. 
Second.—Increasing the chances of 
hitting a fair ball and with more pre­ 
cision as to direction and distance. 
It 
Is evident that u fiat surface even of 
half nu inch will offer a much greater 
degree of certainty to the batter than 
With the round bat, where one point 
must meet the ball In order to drive It 
straight ahead, and, similarly, if the 
ball strikes alleve the ceuter of the 
bat the tendency will be to glance up­ 
ward from a fiat surface.

ing. 


London, Jan. IT.— Amidst scenes of 
di sordor and excitement unrivaled in 
the annals of FInglish politics, the 
voters of England swept thirty-nine 
Unionist candidates into parliament as 
against thirty-seven 
successful 
Lib­ 
erals. 
The Labor party was successful In 
having only six candidates elected and 
the Nationalists seated five of their 
men. 
Tho excitement of the day culminat­ 
ed in rioting which kept the police 
force 
of 
the city 
busy 
dispersing 
crowds. 
The suffragettes took a hand 
and from noon until midnight pande­ 
monium reigned, not only over Lon­ 
don. but in tho larger cities through­ 
out the island. 
A stirring scene occurred when an 
angry mob made a hostile demonstra­ 
tion against Chancellor of tho Ex­ 
chequer Lloyd-George and he had to 
be rescued by a cordon of police. 


Sentiment Favored Commoners. 


The returns showed that the Union­ 
ists had made a gain over the Liberals, 
althougn 
the 
sentiment 
at 
large 
see mod to be in favor of the common­ 
ers. 
Bands of 
men 
carrying 
banners 
marched through the streets shouting 
“ Home rule for the home land.” 
Tho reports of the balloting tend to 
confirm the predictions that the Lib­ 
erals will maintain their control in 
parliament, but by a greatly reduced 
majority. 
The Unionists have gained 
an encouraging number of seats, al­ 
though 
less 
than 
the 
twenty-nine 
which they expected to take away 
from the Lebarels out of the seventy- 
four balloted for.

against the Liberals.

The track w as oval, and the 
turns were sharp— sharper by a gol d 
deal than the general run of curves in 
tile subw ay iii N ew York. for instance. 
But tin* single track car took them 
w ith only the slightest tilt am i w ith­ 
out reducing its speed.

instead o f tipping tow ard them , leaned 
in the opposite direction. 
The tend­ 
ency of the gyroscope, It w as ex ­ 
plained, w as to preserve equilibrium 
under all conditions, and, no matter 
how the passengers m ight be seated, 
the car would alw ays preserve its own 
balance. 
It w as a sm all car that w as used iii 
the dem onstration, built only for ex­ 
perim ental purposes. 
Its dim ensions 
w ere eighteen feet in length and four 
feet in width. 
It rested upon four 
w heels set in a straight line, each hav­ 
ing Ila ages on both sides. 
The track stood about three inches 
high and m easured one inch in thick­ 
ness at the top. 
On each side of It 
wats strung a w ire which carried the 
current. 
There w ere four motors in 
the car, tw o of one horsepower each 
for propelling it and tw o of one-half 
horsepower each, which operated the 
gyroscope attachm ent. 
The car itself 
w eighed tw o and one-half tons and 
the gyroscope about one-tw entieth of 
this. 
It w as explained that tlds pro­ 
portion would have to be increased if 
the gyroscope w ere to be applied to a 
heavy car o f the Pullm an type. 
To 
preserve balance in a Pullm an car it 
would be necessary to have a gyro­ 
scope w eighing about 9 per cent o f the 
total w eight of the car. 


T o p s In a Vacuum. 
It w as explained also that the tw o 
revolving tops would keep right on re­ 
volving for a long tim e after the cur­ 
rent gave out, because they were spin­ 
ning in a vacuum where there was 
little friction. 
In case of an accident, it w as ex­ 
plained, there would be plenty of time 
for the passengers to get out before 
tile gyroscope slow ed down and the 
car toppled over. 
In tho meantime 
it would be possible, according to tin* 
dem onstrators, to lower the supports 
on either side o f the car, and this 
would prevent its falling. 
The car 
used in the dem onstration w as equip­ 
ped w ith this safety device, which 
could he operated by the motorman. 
It w as said that the supports could 
be so constructed that they would fall 
to the ground autom atically in case the 
power gave out.
